berg, advised German Industrialists 
in confidence that Germany should 
conclude a military alliance with 
Russia, declaring that Poland al- 
ready has concluded a secret mili- 
tary pact with the Soviets on the 
basis of Russia guaranteeing the 
Polish wes'ern bordeia.

erm, he declares, prophesied 
that 


Italy-would join the triple alliance, 
being aware that she would become 
a second rate power if 
Germanj 


joined with the western powers. 


Tho combination of Russia, Ger- 


many, Poland and Italj could easi- 
ly defeat France and Great Britain 
in the opinion of Tchicherin

declared that the soviet diplomat 
said that the navy and the French 
army .ire both so undermined by 
bolshevlsm that an outbreak of war 
would be the signal for widespread 
mutinies. He is also confident that

Asiatic and African nations, which 
now hold allegiance to Great Bri- 
tain and France. 


Rpchberg, commenting on these 


alleged4 disclosures by Tchitcherin, 
declare'd he felt it his duty to warn

The article by Rechberg attract- 


ed wide attention in Berlin x and 
added greatly to the intense inter- 
est in the security pact negotia- 
tions in Locarno.

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President Coolidge 's Address At American Legion Convention 


Chief Executive Takes Stand For "Adequate JMilitary 


Preparedness" In Address Before National Con- 
vention of American Legion — Warns Against 
Intolerance. 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 6.—The full 
text of the address delivered today 
by President Coolidge before 
the 
American Legion 
convention fol- 


lows: 


Mr. Commander and Members of 
the American Legion: It" is a high ' 
privilege to sit as a member of: 
this convention. Those,who exer- i 
cise it have been raised to the rank 
of a true nobility. It is a mark of 
personal merit which did not come 
by right of birth but by right of 
conquest. No onu can ever ques- 
tion your title as patriois. No one 
can ever doubt the place of affec- : 
tion and honor which you hold for- i 
evermore in the heart of the na- I 
tion. Your right to be here results '• 
from what you dared and what you ; 
did and the sacrifices which you. 
made for our common country. It 
is all a glorious story, of American 
enterprise and American valor. 


The magnitude of 
the 
service 
which you rendered to your country 
and to humanity is beyond estima- 
tion. Sharp outlines here and there 
we know, but the whole account of 
.the World war would- be on a scale 
•so stupendous that it could never 
be recorded. In the v.ciory,wh.ch 
was finally gained by you and your 
-foreign comrades, you" reresented 
on the battlefield the united efforts 
of our whole people. You Were there 
'as a result of a great'resurgence of 
the old American sp:rit. 
wh.ch 


manifested itself 
in a 
thousand 
ways—by the pouring out of vast 
sumsiof money in credits and char- 
ities, by the oi-gan-zation and qu.ck- 
cning of every hand in our extend- 
ed industries, by the expansion of 
agriculture until it met 
the de- 
mands of famishing continents, by 
the manufacturing of an unending 
stream of munitions and supplies, 
by the creation of vast fleets or war 
and transport ships, 
and, finally, 
when the tide of battle was turning 
against our associates, by bringing 
into action a great armed force on 
sea and land of a character that 
the world had never seen before 
which, when it finally took its p!ace 
in the line, never ceased to advance, 
carrying the. cause of liberty iu 
a. 
triumphant conclusion. 
Ypu reaf- 


firmed the position of this nation 
in the estimation of mankind. You 
saved civilization from a gigantic 
reverse. 
Nobody says 
now that 
Americans can not fight. 


Institutions In Jeopardy. 
' 


Our people were influenced by 
many motives to undertake to carry 
on this gigantic conflict, but we. 
•went in and came out 
singularly 
free from those questionable causes 
and results which have often char- 
act^rized other 
wars. 
We were 
not moved by the age-old antagon- 
isms'of racial jealousies and hat- 
reds. We were not-seeking to grat- 
ify the ambitions of any reigning 
.dynasty. We were not inspired by 
1 trade and commercial rivalries. We 
harbored no imperialistic designs. 
"We feared no other country. 
We 
coveted no territory. But the time 
came when we were compelled to 
defend our own property and pro- 
tect the rights and lives of 
our 
own citizens. We believed, more- 
over, that these institutions which 
we cherish with a supreme affec- 
tion, and which lie at the founda- 
tion of our wliole scheme of human 
relationship, the right of freedom, 
of 
equality, of 
self-government, 


•were iUl in jeopardy. We thought 
the 
question 
was 
involved of 
whether the people of the 
earth 
were to rule or whether they were 
to be ruled- We thougnt that we 
were helping to determine whether 
the principle of despotism or 
the 
principle of liberty should- be the 
prevailing standard among the na- 
tions. 
Then too, our country all 
came tmder the influence of a great 
wave of idealism. 
The crusading 
spirit was aroused. The cause or 
civilization, the cause of humanity, 
made a 
compelling appeal. 
No 
doubt there were other motives, but 
these appear to me the chief causes 
which drew America into the "World 
war_ 


In a conflict which engaged all 
the major nations of the earth and 
lasted for a period exceeding four 
years, there could be no expecta- 
tion of material gains. 
War in its 
very 
essence means 
destruction. 
Never before tvere contending peo- 
ples so well ecruipped with 
every 
kind of infernal engine calculated 
to spread desolation on land and 
over the face of the deep. Our 
country is only but now .righting 
itself and beginning a moderate, but 
steady recovery from the great 
economic loss which it sustained. 
That tremendous 
debt must be 
liquidated through the laborious toil 
of our people. Modern warfare be- 
comes more and more to mean ut- 
ter loss, destruction, and desolation 
of the best that there is of any 
people, its valiant youth and its ac- 
cumulated treasure. If our country 
secured any benefit, if it met "with 
any gain, it must have 
been in 
moral and spiritual values. It must 
be not becase it made its fortune, 
but because 
it 
found 
its 
soul. 
Others may disagree with me, but 
in spite of some incidental 
and 
trifling difficulties it is my firm 
opinion that America has come out 
of the war with a stronger deter- 
mination to live by 
the rule of 


. righteousness and pursue the course 


of truth and justice in both 
our 
domestic and foreign relations. No 
one can deny that we have 
pro- 
tected the rights of' our citizens, 
laid a firm* foundation for our In- 
stitutions of liberty and made our 
contribution to the cause of civil- 


,' ization and humanity. In doing ell 
• this we found that, though of -narty 
different nationalities, our people

Firmer Moral Foundation. 


When we look over the i-est of 


the world, in spite 
of all its de- 
vastation .there is encouragemertt. 
to believe it is on a firmer moral 
foundation than it was

Much of the old despotism has been 
swept away. 
.While some »f it 
comes creeping1 back disguised un- 
der new names, no one. can doubt 
that the general admission of tht 
right of the people to self-govern- 
ment has made tremendous pro- 
ress in nearly every quarter of the 
globe. In spite of the 
staggering- 
osses and the grievous burden of 
taxation, there is a new .aoto ol 
hope for the individual to be. more 
;eeure in his rights, which is 'm- 
nistakably clearer than ever he- 
ore. With all the troubles that be- 
;et the old world, the former clouci 
:ioud of fear is evidently not DOTS 
io appalling. 
It is impossible to 
believe that any nation now feels 
hat it could better itself by war 
•.nd it is apparent' to me that there 
nas been a very d'stu^t advance 
:n the policy of peaceful and hon - 
orable adjustment of international 
differences. 
War has become less 


probable; peace has become more 
secure. The price which has been 
paid to bring" about this new condi- 
tion is utterly beyond comprehn-' 
sion. We can not see why it should 
not have come in orderly and 
peaceful methods without the at- 
tendant shock of fire and swofrf 
and carnage. We only knew that it 
is here. 
We believe that on the 
ruins of the old order a better" civ- 
ilization "is being constructed. 
We had our domestic problems 


which resulted from the war. 
The 


chief of these was the care and re- 
lief of the afflictPd veterans and 
their dependents. This was a tre- 
mendous task, on 
which 
about 


$3,000,000,000 has already been ex- 
pended. No doubt there have been 
cases where the unworthy have se- 
cured aid while the worthy have 
gone unrelieved. 
Some mistakes 
were inevitable, but our people and 
our government have at all times 
been especially solicitous to 
dis- 
charge most faithfully this prime 
oblig-ation.^'What is now being done 
Is related to you in detail by Gen- 
eral Hines, of the veterans' bureau, 
a. public official 
of 
demonstrated 
merit, so that I 
shall 
not dwell 


upon it. During the past year, un- 
der the distinguished and efficient 
leadership of Commander 
Drain, 
the Legion itself has undertaken to 
provide an endownment fund 
of 


$5,000,000 to minister to the char- 
itable requirements of their com- 
rades. The response to this appeal 
has been most 
generous and the 
results appear most promising. The 
government can do much, but it can 
never supply the personal rolSiion- 
ship that cornes from the 
minia- 
trations of a private charity of that 
kind. 


Cutting Down Expenses. 
The next most pressing problem 
was the better ordering of the fi- 
nances of the nation. 
Our 
gov- 


ernment was costing almost more 
than it was worth. It had more 
people on the pay roll than were 
necessary, all of which made ei- 
psases too much and taxes too 
high. This inflated condition 
con- 
tributed to the depression -which 
began in 1920. But the government 
expenditures have been almost cut 
in two, taxes) have been twice re- 
duced, and the incoming congress 
will provide further reductions. De- 
flation has run its course and an 
era of business activity and general 
prosperity, exceeding, anything ever 
before experienced in this country 
and fairly wen distril t ed among 
all OUT people, is alread » at hand. 
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and a more powerful navy, costing Ion \n an exceedingly dangerous un- 
„„_.,„ 11.. „!—_». ....i— .._ 
i_ _.. del-taking and 
precedent. This Is 
annually almost twice as much as 
it ever before had in time of peace. 
I am a thorough believer In a policy 
of adequate military preparation. 
We are constantly working to per- 
fect our defenses In every branch, 
land forces, air forces, surface and 
submarine forces. That work will 
continue. 
Our military establish- 
ment of the army and navy, the 
national guard, 
and the 
reserve 
corps is far superior to anything wo 
have ever maintained before, except 
in time of- .war. In the past six 
years we have expended about .$•*,- 
000,000,000 for this purpose, 
ought to Bhow results, and 
That 
those 
who have correct information know 
that it does 
show 
results. 
The 


if 
it 


country can rest assured that 
security lies in military force, 
was never so secure before in all Its 
history. 


The Road to Peace. 
We have been attempting-, to re- 
lieve ourselves and the other na- 
tions from the old theory of com- 
petitive armaments. In spite of all 
thearguments 
in 
favor 
of great 
military forces, no nation ever had 
an armylarge enough to guarantee 
it against attack in time of peace 
or to insure its victory In time of 
war. No nation. ever will. 
Peace 
and security are more likely to re- 
sult from fair and honorable deal- 
ings, and mutual agreements for a 
limitation of armaments among na- 
tions, than by any attempt at com- 
petition in squadrons and battal- 
ions. No doubt.this country could, 
if it wished to spend more money, 
make a better military force, but 
that is "only part of the problem 
which confronts our government. 
The real question is whether spend- 
ing more money to make a better 
military force wold really make a 
better country. I 
would be the 
last to disparage the military art. 
It is an honorable and 
patriotic 
sailing of the highest rank. But I 
;an see no merit in an unnecessary 
expenditure of money to hire men 
".o build fleets and carry muskets 
when international relations and 
agreements permit the turning of 
such' resources into the making of 
good roads, the building of better 
homes, the promotion of education, 
and all the other arts df peace 
which minister 
to the 
advance- 
ment of human welfare. Happily, 
the position of our country is such 
among the other nations of the 
world that we have been and shall 
be warranted in proceeding in this 
direction. 


While it is true that we are pay- 
ing out far more money and main- 
taining a much stronger military 
establishment than ever before, be- 
cause of the conditions stated, we 
have been able to pursue a mod- 
erate course. Our people have had 
all the war, all the taxation, and all 
the military service that they want. 
They have therefore wished to em- 
phasize their attachment to our 
ancient policy of peace. They have 
insisted upon .economy. They have 
supported the principle of limita- 
tion of armaments. They have been 
able to 
do this because of their 
position and their strength in num- 
bers and in resources. 
We have a 
tremendous natural 
power which 
supplements our arms. We are 
conscious that no other nation har- 
bers any 
jeopardy. 
design to 
put 
us 
in 


It is our purpose in our 
intercourse with foreign ^powers to 
rely not on the 
strength 
of our 
fleets and our armies, but ori the 


of 
our cause, 
our 
country 
For these 
has 
not 
maintain huge military 


justice

forces. It has been convinced that 
it could better serve itself and bet- 
ter serve 
humanity by using its 
resources for other purposes. 


Civil Forces Must Rule. 
In 
dealing with our military 


problems there is one principle that 
is exceedingly important. Our in- 
stitutions are founded not on mili.- 
tary power, but on civil aiithority. 
We are irrevocably committed to 
the theory of a government by the 
people. We have our constitutions 
and our laws, our executives, our 
legislatures, and our 
coxirts, but 
ultimately we are governed by. pub- 
lic opinion. 
Our forefathers had 
seen so .much of militarism, t.nd 
suffered so much from it, that they 
dtsired to banish it forever. They 
believed and 
declared in at least 
one of their state constitutions that' 
the military power should be sub- 
ordinate to and governed by the 
civil authority. It is for this rea- 
son that any organization of men 
in the military service oent on in- 
flaming the public mind for the pur- 
pose of forcing government action 
through the pressure of public opln- 


so whatever form It. -nigh- take, 
whether it be for the purpose in- 
influencing the executive, the legis- 
lature,'or the heads of departments. 
It Is for the civil authority to deter- 
mine what appropriations shall bo 
granted, what appointments shall 
be. made, and what rules shall 
be 
adopted 
for the conduct of its 
armed forces. 
Whenever the mili- 
tary power starts dictating to the 
civil 
authority, 
by 
whatsoever 
means adopted, the liberties jf the 
country are beginning to end. .Na- 
tional defense should at all times 
be supported, but any form of mili- 
tarism should be resisted. 


Undoubtedly one of the most im-. 
portant provisions in the prepara- 
tion for national defense is a prop- 
er and sound selective service, act. 
Sucn a law ought to give authority 
for a very broad mobilization of all 
the resources of the country, both 
persons and materials. I can see 
some difficulties in the application 
of the principle, for it is the pay- 
ment of a higher price that stimu- 
lates an Increased production but 
whenever it can be done without 
economic dislocation such 
limits 


ought to be established in time of 
war as would prevent so far 
as 


possible all' kinds of 
profiteering. 


There is little defense which can be 
made of a system which puts some 
men in the ranks on very 
small 
pay and leaves others undisturbed 
to reap very large profits. Even 
the income tax, which recaptured 
for the 
treasury 


philosopher who declared that "To 
Know all IB to forgive all."

Standardized Thought Bad. 


One of the most natural of re- 


actions during the war was intoler- 
ance. But the Inevitable disregard

turbing product of war psychology. 
-The slow and difficult 
advances 


which tolerance and liberalism have 
made through long periods of de- 
velopment are dissipated- almost In 
a night when the necessary 
war 


time habits of thought hold 
the 
minds' of the people. The necessi- 
ty for a common purpose and 
a 


united intellectual front becomes

of such profits, -while local govern- 
ments took part of the remainder, 
is not a complete answer. 
The 
laying of taxes is, of course, in it- 
self a conscription of whatever is 
necessary of the wealth of 
the 
country for national defense, but 
taxation does not meet the lull re 
quirements of the situation. In thi 
advent of war, power 
should b< 


lodged somewhere for the stablili- 
'zation of prices as far as that migh'. 
be possible in justice to the country 
and its defenders. 
Patriotism Not Purchasable. 
But it will always., be impossible 


to harmonize justice and war. 
It 
is always possible to purchase ma- 
terials with money, but patriotism 
can not be purchased. Unless the 
people are willing to defend their 
country because of their belief in it, 
because of their affection 
for it, 
and because it is representative of 
their home, their country can not 
be defended- If we are looking for 
a more complete reign of justice, a 
more complete supremacy of law, 
a more complete social harmony, 
we must seek it in the 
paths of 
peace. . Progress in these directions 
under the present 
order of 
the 


world is not likely to be made ex- 
cept during a state of 
domestic 
and international tranquillity. One 
of the great questions before the 
nations to-day is how to promote 
such tranquillity. 
The economic problems of socie- 


ty are important. - On the whole, 
we are meeting them fairly well. 
They are so personal and so press- 
Ing that they never fail to receive 
constant attention. 
But they are 


only a part. We need to put 
a 
proper emphasis on the .other pro- 
blems of society. We need to con- 
sider what attitude of the 
public 


mind It is necessary to cultivate in 
order that a mixed population like 
our own may dwell together more 
harmoniously and the family of na- 
tions reach a better state of under- 
standing. 
You who have been in 
the service know how 
absolutely 
necessary it is in a military -organ- 
zation that the individual subordi- 
nat some part of his personality for 
the general good. <Chat is the 
one 
.great 
lesson which results from the 
training of a soldier. Whoever has 
been taught that lesson in 
camp 


and field is thereafter the better 
equipped to appreciate that it is 
equally applicable in other depart- 
ments of life. 
It is necessary in 
the home, in industry and 
com- 


merce, In scientific and intellectual 
development. At'the foundation of 
every strong and mature character 
we find this trait which is best de- 
scribed as being subject to disci- 
pline. The -essence of tt is tolera- 
tion. It is toleration in the broad- 
est and most Inclusive 
sense, a 
liberality of mind, which gives to 
the opinions and judgments of oth- 
ers the same generous considera- 
tion that It asks for its own, and 
which is moved by the spirit of the' 


paramount to everything else. But 
when the need for such a solidari- 
ty is past there should be a quick 
and generous readiness to revert to 
the old ' and normal 
habits 


thought. 
There should be an 


of 
in- 


tellectual demobilization as well as 
a military : demobilization. 
Pro- 
gress depends very large on the en- 
couragement of variety. 
Whatever 
tends to standardize the communi- 
ty, to establish fixed, and 
rigid 
modes of thought, tends to fosstl- 
.ze society. If we all believed the 
thoughts and applied the same val- 
*ame thing and thought the same 
uatlons to all occurences about us, 
we should reach a state of equili- 
brium closely akin to an intellect- 
ual and spiritual paralysis. It is 
ho ferment of ideas, the clash of 
disagreeing judgments, the privi- 
lege of the individual to develop his 
own thougths and shape his own 
character, that makes progress pos- 
sible. It is not possible to • learn 
much from those who 
uniformly 
agree with us. 
But many useful 


things are learned from those who 
disagree with' us; and even when 
.ve can gain nothing our differences 
are likely to do us no harm. 


In this period of after-war rlgid- 
y, suspicion, and intolerance our 
wn country has not been exempt 
'rom unfortunate 
experinces. 
thanks to our comparative isola- 
tion, we have known less of the 
nternational frictions and 
rival- 


ies than some other, countries less 
fortunately situated. 
But among 
lome of the varying racial, religi- 
•us, and social groups of our people 
here have been manifestations of 
i.n intolerance of opinion, a 
nar- 


rowness of outlook, a fixity of judg- 
ment, against which we may well 
be, warned. It is not easy to con- 
ceive of anything that 
would be 


more unfortunate in a community 
based 
upon the ideals of which 


Americans boast than any c5nsid- 
erable development of intolerance 
as regards religion. To a great ex- 
tent this country owes its 
begin- 
nings to the determination of our 
hardy ancestors to maintain com- 
plete freedom in religion. Instead 
of a state church we have decreed 
that every citizen shall be free to 
follow the dictates of his own con- 
science as to his religious 
beliefs 
and affiliations. Under that guar- 
anty we haVe 
erected a 
system 


which certainly Is justified by its 
fruits. 
Under no other would we 


have, dared to invite the peoples of 
.all countries and creeds to come 
here and unite with us in creating 
the State of which we are all clti- 


All In the Same Boat. 


But having invited them 
here, 
having accepted their great and va- 
ried contributions to the building 
of the nation, it is for us to .main- 
tain in all good faith those liberal 
institutions and traditions 
which 
have been so productive of good. 
The bringing together of all these 
different i national, racial, religious, 
and cultured elements has made our 
country a kind of composite - of the 
rest of the world, ana we can ren- 
der 
no greater 
service than by 
demonstrating the 
possibility of 
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harmonious co-operation among so 
many various groups. Brery one of 
hem has something characteristic 
and significant- of great value to 
cast Into the common rund of our 
material,' Intellectual and spiritual 
resources. 
* 
, 
The war brought a great test of 
our experiment In 
amalgamating 


these varied factors Into a real na- 
tion, with the Ideals and aspirations 
of a united people. None .was ex- 
cepted from the obligation to serve 
when the hour of danger 
struck. 
The event proved that our theory 
had been sound. On a solid foun- 
dation of national unity there had 
been erecteu a superstructure which 
In its varied parts had offered full 
opportunity, 
to 
develop all 
the 
range of talents and 
genius 
that 
had gone Into, Its making. "VMl- 
nigh all the races, religions, and 
nationalities of the world were rep- 
resented in the armed forces of this 
nation, as they were In the body of 
our population. No man's patriot- 
ism was impugned or service ques- 
tioned because x^f his racial origin, 
his political oplnon, or hs religious 
convictions; immigrants and sons of 
immigrants from the ceri'-ii u.,.ro- 
pean countries foughx •»«^"oy side 
with those who descended from the 
countries which were 
our allies; 
with the sons of equatorial Africa; 
and with the Red men of our ab- 
orginal population, all 
of 
them 
equally proud of the name Ameri- 
cans; 
We must not, in times of peace 
permit ourselves to lose 
any part 


of this structure of partiotic unity. 
I make no plea for leniency toward 
those who are criminal or vicious, 
are open enemies of society and are i 
not prepared to accept 
the 
truej 
standards of our citizenship. By 
tolerance I do not mean indiffer- 
ence 
to 
/ evil. I 
mean 
respect 
for 
different 
kinds 
of 
good. 
Whether one traces his American- 
iTn back three centuries to 
the 
Mayflower, or three y«ars to 
the 
steerage, is not half so important 
as whether his Americanism of to- 
day is real and genuine. Ko mat- 
ter by what various crafts* we came 
here-, we are all now in the same 
boat. , You men constituted 
the 
crew of our "Ship of State" during

waters. You made up the

'America "first" can not be criti- 
cized. 
It is a perfectly 
correct 


aspiration for our people to cherish. 
But the problem which we have to 
solve 
is how to 
make America 


first. 
It can not 
be done by the 


•ultivation of national bigotry, ar- 
ogance, 
or selfishness. 
Hatred?, 


ealousies and suspicions will not 
be productive of any benefits in 
his direction. Here again we must 
pply '.he rule of toleration. Be- 


cause there are other people whos^ 
vays are not our ways, and whose 
thoughts are not our thoughts, we 
are not warranted 
in drawing the 


conclusion 
that they are adding 


nothing to .the sum of civilization. 
We can make little contribution to 
:he welfare of humanity on 
the

MR. COOLIDGE ADDRESSES 


THE LEGION. 


In his address before 
the American Legion at 


Omaha Tuesday President Coolidge added his voice 
to the protest 
which has gone up in this country 


against increasing intolerance. 


"What the president has to say on this subject is 


worthy of careful reading. 


There has been no more potent force in American 


progress than the firm determination of the found- 
ing- fathers to grant the fullest measure of individu- 
ality. We have 
been and still are individualistic 


people. All of our business and industrial structure 
has been erected upon this foundation. The man 
with genius and Industry and foresight has been 
permitted to achieve the largest measure of success, 
so long as the methods he employed did not Infringe 
upon the rights of others. In no nation has the spir- 
it of Individualism in business and industry 
been 


developed to a greater degree" than it has in America. 


This fine regard for the freedom of the individual 


has not been confined solely to business and industry. 


At the start there was the same devotion to unre- 


stricted liberty in religious thought and action. Mr. 
Coolidge recalls that to a "great extent this counry 
owes its beginnings to the determination of our 
hardy ancestors to maintain complete freedom in re- 
ligion. Instead of a state church, we have decreed 
that every citizen shall be free to follow ^dictates 
of his own conscience as to his religious beliefs and 
affiliations. Under that guaranty we have erected a 
system which is certainly justified by its fruits. Tin. 
der no other could we have dared to invite the peo- 
ples of all countries and creeds to come here and 
unite with us in creating the state of which we arc 
all citizens." 
It is not difficult to foresee the threat of intolerT 


^Having proclaimed to the world that no man's re- 
ligious belief 
shall be restricted and his individual 


freedom limited, many communities have been div- 
ided when this constitutional guaranty was nullified. 
It is only natural that those who suffer should be- 
come embittered. 
The president very correctly reminds us that the 


solution 
of world problems rests upon the same 


freedom of action which characterized 
the earlie. 


days of the republic. A more tolerant out ook by 
nations toward their neighbors, and Particularly in 
those countries which come in sharp commercial 
conflict, would tend to eliminate armed conflict. 


The slogan of America first must be w.sely applied 


if Tdoes not lead to positive harm. How to place 
America in a dominant position among the council 
^nations invokes grave considerations. The presi- 
dent is on sound ground when he points out that it 
cannot be accomplished by the cultivation of na- 
tional bigotry, arrogance and selfishness

FINANCIAL AID FOR SMALL NATIONS 


There are doubtless good and substantial reasons 


whv the United States should extend additional credit 
of £35 000,000 to Greece by way of completing a $50,- 
000,000 loan which Woodrow "Wilson tentatively ap- 
proved in 1918. during the world war, in order to 
help that country carry on warfare against Turkey. 
then a. military ally of Germany. But the less said 
about any moral obligation binding this country to 
carry out the understanding, the better it will be for 
Greece. 
The reason, and the only reason, why the United 


States has withheld the balance of the loan, after 
advancing- the initial installments, is that Greece did 
not live up to her side of the bargain by giving loyal 
co-operation 
to the allies for any length of time. 


After the armistice was signed, her people turned 
Premier Venizelos out and called back the discredit- 
ed King Constantine, brother-in-law of the kaiser, 
who had prolonged the war by breaking his treaty 
with Serbia to assist the latter in any attack made 
upon her by Austria. 


This willful action made it impossible to effect a 


permanent settlement of Balkan controversies, by 
depriving the allies of Hellenic support in the per- 
iod following 
the war. 
Although large areas of 


ne-w territory in Asia Minor and its outlying islands 
were assigned to Greece as payment for the rather in- 
different help her army had given for a brief time her 
people elected to go it alone under Constantine's lead_ 
ershlp. A new campaign was then begun against the 
Tnrks, haying as its object the conquest of still more 
territory. 
This ended disastrously, and Greece in 


the end 
lost nearly all of what she had already 


gained through the magnanimity of the allies. 


"With characteristic fickleness the Greek popula- 


tion, which only a short time before had welcomed 
back the banished king with open arms, made him 
the "goat" for the national misfortunes, and drove 
him a second time from the throne. Since then, one 
revolution and coup d'etat has succeeded another 
with considerable at Athens. There has been no res_ 
possible government to which the United States 
could loan money with any expectation of ever get- 
ting it back again. 


Of late it appears that political affairs in Greece 


have become a little more stable and appeals arc 
being made to this country' to furnish the remaining 
|JS,000,000 of the loan 
which was conditionally 


promised In wartime. 
Quite possibly this will be 


done. 
A good many American citizens are urging 


that the money be advanced in order to help the 
Athens government reorganize its finances and pro- 
vide 
homes and occupations for the hundreds of 


thousands of repatriated Greek families who were 
exiled by the Turks. 


Probably 
the United States^ will 
be charitable 


enough to overlook Greek shortcomings, as It has 
don* in the case of former enemy nations, and give 
a helping 
hand. This 
country bears no grudg* 


4*atnst the Hellenic people for their short-lighted 


and unreliable 
conduct, which has brought them to 


their present situation. But It does not want to be 
accused of breaking faith when the fault Is quite 
palpably on the other Bide. 


The case of Bulgaria, another small Balkan coun- 


try which Is In sore need of financial assistance, 
stands out In decided contrast to that of Greece. 
Bulgaria openly took the side .of Germany in tho 
world war. In consequence of this, it suffered tho 
loss of much territory to Jugo-Slavla and Rumania, 
who fought with the allies. Even Greece got a slice 
of the Bulgarian domains. On top of this, Bulgaria 
was required to pay annual sums to Its neighbors 
as reparation for damages which its armies had in. 
flictcd upon them. 


In spite of national impoverishment and impaired 


resources, the Sofia government has been faithfully 
fulfilling its agreements in this regard. It is now 
appealing.to the le'ague of nations for aid of tho 
samejcind that was granted Austria. By virtue of its 
straightforward dealings, Bulgaria has shown itself 
thoroughly deserving of such aid. 


A NEW CITY BUILDING 
Lincoln's city council is at the point of declaring 


an emergency and -borrowing money to erect a new 
building for use of the central fire department, po- 
lice station, health -department and others. 


Inspector Peck's 
sudden discovery that the old 


structure, relic of the days when this city was a 
town, is actually on the verge of collapse, .did more 
than alarm the council. It scared them. 
Constant 


use of the huge fire trucks housed there has shaken 
it to the foundations, widened cracks In the walls, 
and made more evident an alarming vibration. 


The council is in a position to remedy a long 


notorious 
condition. It has the moral and legal 


right. If the members waver 
they stand more 


chance of receiving disapprobation than if they make 
a positive move. Now is their opportunity to ac- 
complish something worthwhile during the present 
administration. 


Though the danger has not been as imminent, 


conditions in general at the city building have been 
disgraceful for years. 
The structure was put up 


when modern sanitation and -strength of design were 
not dreamed of. The fire station is not safe; the 
police station is not sanitary. The whole affair is 
not an exhibit to which distingushed vsitors on a 
tour of the city are taken. 


It was brought out in council that a substantial 


building 150 by 200 feet, without any "frills," prob- 
ably could be put up for $75,000 or $100,000. Even 
if the cost were, twice that amount, Lincoln could 
well afford to pay it. Expenses of city government 
here hate long been low, but will not remain so if 
equipment comes tumbling about the ears of em- 
ployes. It is easier to lay bricks than to fight dam- 
age suits. 


TRANSPORTATION PROGRESS. 


A few days ago the Pacific Mall Steamship com- 
pany sold the last of its ships, a tank steamer, to 
the Associated Oil company, and after an existence 
of seventy-seven years it has retired. To those few 
people whose memories reach back to the time of the 
gold rush to California, this news will prove of the 
most interesting character. 


The Pacific Mail was chartered in 1848 to carry 


mails to the west coast settlements and hardly had 
the first ship started on its long voyoge when news 
of the discovery 
of gold in California reached the 


port of departure. 
The entire east was electrified 


and men began to clamor for places on any ship 
bound for the new Eldorado. 
Of course the Pan- 


ama canal had not then been even dreamed of and 
the trip to the new land of fortune was a long and 
perilous one by reason of the journey around Capo 
Horn. 


The tremendous hurry in which most of the gold 


seekers were, rendered the trip around the Horn so 
unsatisfactory that the steamship company at length 
hit upon the plan 
of conveying the passengers to 


Panama, where they were landed, tramping for the 
fifty miles across the isthmus and being picked up 
by another of the company's ships on the' Pacific 
side. 
This comparatively short journey over the 


isthmus was unbelievably dangerous 
for the coun- 


try was nothing but a mountainous jungle in which 
many lost their lives. But thousands risked it and 
during the Civil war the Pacific Mail carried to New 
Tork from California gold of tremendous value, not 
one of the treasure ships falling into the hands of 
the confederates. 


Immediately 
after that war the people busied 


themselves in the construction of the first Pacific 
railroad and now a half dozen of these span the con- 
tinctn. Still later came the construction of the Pant 
ama canal, cutting the water distance between the 
:ast and west coast to less than half, and finally tho 
airplanD, which has reduced the time between New 
York and San Francisco from weeks to hours. 


Almost unbelievable 
progress has been made in 


science and in almost every line of human endeavor 
since the Pacific Mail seni. its first ship around the 
3orn seventy-seven 
years ago, but probably in 


nothing has that progress been greater than in the 
matter of transportation, both on land and water, as 
ivell as in the air. But great has this forward move- 
ment has been It has not yet ended and improve- 
ments are constantly being made. The rush to the 
atcst gold discovery in Canada was made by air- 
planes and it is said that these are now being use..l 
:o a certain extent by prospectors. 


But no matter how vast a store of the yellow met- 


al may be uncovered by these hardy venturers, its 
value to the -world will be pitifully small, as com- 
pared with that of the machine which carries them to 
ts hiding place. 


A WELL DESERVED VICTORY

If you let the circling stone loose 


from your - sling, or If the string 
breaks, it flies away not on a radial 
line, i. e. not straight away from 
the center of its orbit as you might 
perhaps expect it to do, but on a 
tangent to the circle in which it 
was 
revolving. 
Similarly if the 


force of the Sun's gravitation on 
the earth were suddenly destroyed 
our planet would fly off into space, 
not straight away from the sun, but 
on a tangent to the orbit in which 
it was revolving. 


The motion of a sling-stone does 


not in all respects resemble that of 
a planet. For Instance, If you in- 
crease the 
speed of revolution of 


the stone you do not change its 
distance from the hand, but if the 
pull becomes too great the string 
breaks and the stone completely es- 
capes. On the other hand if the 
speed of a 
planet 
in 
its 
orbit 


changes, the shape and size of the 
orbit 
change 
correspondingly. 


Gravitation 
does not pull like 
a 
string. Its force varies with the 
distance over which it is exerted. 


In 
consequence, 
the 
planets 


(which do not travel in circles but 
in more or less elliptical orbits) 
move faster when nearer the sun 
and slower when more distant. It 
would, however, be possible for a 
planet to revolve In a circle, and, In 
fact the orbit of Venus is not very 
elliptical. The great law that pre- 
vails in all planetary orbits is that 
of the "equality of areas." This is 
best shown by a diagram. Any 
planet 
traveling at all times with 


the same unchanging velocity must 
move in a circle around the sun. 
No planet does this exactly; Venus 
coming the nearest to it. 
Any 
planet traveling with a velocity al- 
ternately increasing and decreasing 
must move In an ellipse around the 
sun. All the planets move In el- 
lipses, the most eccentric being that 
of Mercury. The "areas" spoken of 
are Indictated by the little triangles 
.showing the spaces swept over by 
the "radius vector" In equal Inter- 
vals of time. 
In the circle these 


are like in shape as well as equal 
In area; In the 
ellipse 
they 
are 


more elongated In 
proportion as 


the planet moves farther from the 
sun, 
but nevertheless they, too are 
all exactly equal In area. 


With regard to the 
magnetic 


needle, you sfem to have the er- 


roneous notion that only one end 
of It Is "magnetized." 'The whole 
needle Is magnetized, but there Is 
such a distribution of the magnet- 
Ism that 
wherever tfie 
compass 
may be, one end always turns to- 
ward the south magnetic pole and 
the other end toward 
tho north 
magnetic pole. 
Each 
end Is re- 


pelled from the pole opposite to it 
in magnetism; consequently 
the 


"north" end of-the needle continues 
pointing north when carried into 
the southern hemisphere.
